the countr\-. 
Nine people were killed 


there and more than 40 at neighboring 
places. 
The hills at Hcnya cracked, 


fires broke out here and there and wa- 
ter gushed out in many places. At 
Obonal 11 persons were killed.

tCrossing- tihe seas, they have arrived at 
icourt and have offered their devout 
prayers for our imperial welfare, be- 
sides submitting articles of local pro- 
iduction by way of evincing tlhy hcart- 
ifelt sincerity. We have opened and pe- 
Irused the address, the. language of 
'which is sufficiently honest and earnest 
;1o bear witness, O king, to the genu- 
ineness of tihy respectful submission, 
and is 'hereby right, well commended 
mnd approved. As to tihe chief and as- 
sistant envoys, bearers of 'the ivddress 
land the tribute, in consideration of the 
!fatigue tiliey have undergone in carry- 
ing out the duties of their distant mis- 
sion, we, in the exercise of our gra^c 
and courtesy, have alrec.dy commanded 
!our minister to introduce them to the 
privilege of audience, have bestowed a 
banquet upon them and have conferred 
xipon thorn repeated gratifications, in 
order to make manifest our love and 
tenderness. As to the 000 or more offi- 
cers and menials in charge of the ship, 
•who have returned -with It to Chusan, 
though they 'have not been to the me- 
tropolis, we have also bestowed liberal 
presents upon them, so that they also 
may hare a rich share in our gracious 
kindness, and one and all be equal re- 
cipients of our benevolence."—Toltdo 
Blade.
